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Boston, July ‘22.—The first German shells have landed on 
American soil. They struck at Orleans yesterday, and were three 
shells of over one hundred fired from a German super-submarine 
which brought the war into Boston's front door yard. 
One 
landed near a group of Gamp Fire girls, another struck near 
where two girls were bathing. 
The third buried into the beach 
sand without exploding. 
Every indication is that they were fired deiberately to fur­ 
ther a campaign of frightfulness on this side the Atlantic. 
Officials at the Massachusetts General Hospital today re­ 
fused information regarding the condition of two Austrians, mem­ 
bers of the crew of the Perth Amboy, wounded when the tug was 
shelled.

Orleans, Mass., July 22.—An ene­ 
my submarine attacked a tow off the 
easternmost point of Cape Cod Sun­ 
day, sank three barges, set a fourth 
and their tug on fire and dropped 
four shells on the mainland. 
The 
action lasted an hour and was un­ 
challenged except 
for 
two 
hydro­ 
planes from the Chatham 
aviation 
station, which circle^ over the U- 
hoat, causing her to submerge for 
only a moment to reappear and re­ 
sume firing. 
The crews of the tow, numbering 
41, and including three women and 
five children, escaped amid the shell­ 
fire in lifeboats. Several were wound­ 
ed, but only one 
seriously. 
John 
Botovich, an Austrian, of th« crew 
of the tug, had his right arm near 
the shoulder torn away by a frag­ 
ment of shell. The minor injuries of 
the others were from shell splinters. 
The barges were in tow of the tug 
Perth Amboy, and was bound from 
Gloucester for New York. 
One was 
loaded with stone but the 
others 
were light, being on 
their return 
trip after bringing coal to New Eng 
land. 
The attack was without warn­ 
ing and only the poor markmanship 
of the German gunners 
permitted 
the escape of the crews.

SUGAR PURCHASED FOR PRESERVING 
PURPOSES REDUCED TO TEN POUNDS 


Sugar purchases 
for 
preserving 
purpose are today reduced from 2& 
pounds to 10 pounds. Notice to that 
effect, together with further regula­ 
tions governing the salé of sugar, is 
given in a communication from R. M. 
Hobble, state f«#d adm inistrator, to 
W. B. Edmundson, county food ad­ 
ministrator. 
The communication follows: 
Montgomery, Ala., July 22, 1918. 
To Retail Dealers in Sugar: 
Alabama has been allotted a cer­ 
tain monthly allowance of sugar. We 
look to thg retail dealer to see that 
this allotment, which fs much less 
than our 
normal 
consumption, is 
equitably distributed among the con­ 
sumers of the state. 
We ask, there­ 
fore, that you confine your sales of 
sugar to your regular customers and 
that you fill no orders for people liv­ 
ing in other communities: that you 
spread o it your allotment of sugar 
throughout the entire month In or­ 
der that all of your <?p*tomers may 
receive their fair share. 
If you sell 
your entire month’s allotment with­ 
in a few days, whnh we have found 
to b* the case in quite a number of 
instances, then your regular custom­ 
ers will suffer for sugar during the 
balance of that 
month. 
A great 
many retailers have called on us to 
increase their allowance 
of sugar. 


This we have no authority to do—in 
fact, your August allowance will be 
less than your July allowance. 
In 
order that there may be no going 
from store to store by unpatriotic 
people, we ask that you, in addition 
to serving only your regular custom­ 
ers, keep in your store a file where 
each customer will register his name 
and address every time he buys sugar 
for domestic use 
We suggest the 
use of two long sheets of paper with 
a carbon between. 
The original you 
will send at the end of each week to 
your County Food Administrator and 
the carbon you will keep. Thr -Coun­ 
ty Food Administrator will examine 
the report sent him by you and if he 
finds (hat any one person is buying 
sugar from several different retail­ 
ers in quantities in excess of the al­ 
lowance of three pounds per perfcon 
per month, for each member of his 
family, including servants, then that 
particular individual will be publish­ 
ed in the papers 
throughout 
the 
State as a slacker, and ail retailers 
will be notified to sell no more sugar 
j to such person, and he then may be 
prosecuted under the law for hoard­ 
ing sugar. 
The penalty for hoard­ 
ing carries with it a prison sentence 
of two years. 
You are to confine 
your sales in cities to two pounds at 
f (Continued on page two.)

“campaign of 
education" they have reduced the 
consumption of water two mil­ 
lion gallons per 24 hours. 
Who 
saved the coal that would have 
been used to pump this two mil­ 
lion gallons? 
The W ater Com­ 
pany or the people? 
The people 
have saved the W ater Company 
the cost of pumping two million 
gallons of water per 
24 hours, 
but they pay the same old flat 
rate as 
they 
did 
when 
they 
pumped four million gallpnx per 
day. 
The “campaign of educa­ 
tion" is teaching us to save coal 
now, by paying the Water Com­ 
pany for it In order that we may 
not "freeze next 
winter,” 
but 
when We bigin to freeze, go to 
the coal dealer and pav 
again 
for what we have saved 
Two million gallons 
saved at 
24 cents per thousand gallons is 
$480.00. Whá gets the benefit of 
this saving?

BRITISH TROOPS ALSO TAKE A HAND 


Indications Are That the Retreating Foe 
Is 
Badly Disorganized 


The new week opens with the Germans retiring over a wide 
front before the savage counter thrusts of the French, Ameri­ 
cans, British and Italians, between the Aisne, 
the 
Marne and 
Rheims. 
After being thrown back live miles north of the Marne and 
losing their pivotal position at Chateau Thierry, the Germans be­ 
gan a series of violent attacks in the nature of rear guard en­ 
gagements at Bezeu-St. Germaine and Erisolles, respectively four 
md six miles north and northwest of Chateau Thierry. 
These 
thrusts which were aimed at stemming the allied advance broke 
down, and the Franco-American forces maintained all their posi­ 
tions intact. 
Tremendous losses were inflicted in ihe retreat of the Ger­ 
mans from the Marne—their second big retreat in the same zone 
dnce the beginning of the war. 
It is estimated at French head- 
(Uarters that some of the German units lost 50 per cent of their 
effectives.

London, July 22 (1:30 p. m.)—The Americans on the Marne 
idvanced from three to four miles on Sunday.

with the Americans driving eastward 
from

north of Chateau Thierry.

Washington, July 22.—The American troops with undiminish­ 
ed vigor are forcing,Ihe enemy to yeild bitterly contested posi­ 
tions, Gen. Pershing rported in his communique of July 21, made 
public by the war department today. 
In the past two days they 
have taken more than 6,000 prisoners, more than 100 cannon 
many trench mortars. 
The Americans and French have taken Chateau Thierry and 
Hartennes and they are almost in Oulchy-l^e-Chateau and are 
driving on the German defenses of Soissons with irresistible vio­ 
lence. The Franco-American forces have extended their advance 
to more than 10 miles at some points and the prisoners probably 
number from 20,000 to 24,000.

Wfhile the element of surprise no longer is a factor in the 
fighting between the Aisne and the Marne the assaulting allied 
forces are taking every possible advantage 
of

shattered 
morale of their German opponents. 
It is believed here that before the present operations come 
to an end the casualties among the enemy and the prisoners and 
war material taken will prove a record for results on the western 
front. 
With the Hun line smashed all over 
an 
enormous front, 
Chateau Thierry in allied hands and the line 
advanced 
seven 
miles on the Chateau Thierry-Soissons front, everything favored 
the attacking forces. 
It was believed that in order to withdraw 
his heavily concentrated units the Crown Prince will be com­ 
pelled to abandon a great part of his rear guard and most of hia 
big guns and war material. 
All of the reports which have reached this city indicate that 
the German forces are practically demoralised, as a result of the 
surprising swiftness with which the present series of assaults is 
being administered.
